THE DECISION, 


This morning Mr. Uazeland gave the 
decision, appariaining ta the recent fire at 
qa medicine shop, No. 293 Queen's Road, 
Central. It will be remembered that the 
inquiry bas been proceeding for the past seven 
weeksandthat Mr. Goldring of Mess1s, Deacon 
and Hastings appeared for one of the partners 
of the shop, Mr. Grist, watching the case 
on behalf of the owners of the premises. His 
Worship said that, after considering the case 
very carefully, he thought they could not pro- 
stcute the proprietor, there being not sufficient 
evidence. He thought they might prove the 
goods were not in Uie shop. The proprietors had 


proved with sufficient evidence that they were 
in the shnp at the time of fire. He knew very 
well, as to many instances in the colony, that 
cunning and mean devices were sometimes 
resorted to by Chinese house proprietors, but 
before the authorities could prosecute they 
required sufficient evidence to prove ‘arson.’ 
Therefore he would give his decision in favour 
of the medicine shop proprietor.
